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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Needed: A Local Test Case 


A test case — whether in court on legal technicalities 
or in town meeting to determine voter sentiment — often 
answers the questions that municipal officials must pon- 
der over at considerable length during the course of the 
year. 

Such a test — this time in town meeting — may well 
provide the answer to the often-repeated question: ‘‘Does 
the town wish to expand, residentially and industrially?’ 

The usual answer to this question, when it is asked of 
most town officials, is yes ‘‘within reason’’. Yet many 
persons feel that there is a large segment of the official 
family that actually does not want to see expansion. This 
feeling probably comes from the continuous imposition of 
restrictions, which serve to give the town a reputation for 
being unfriendly to residential developers, and perhaps to 
industrial developers as well. 

We’re reporting here a sentiment that has been ex- 
pressed on many occasions by responsible men and women 
— and it may or may not be true. But certainly a test of 
the voters’ opinions is in order. 

Only by knowing the wishes of the voters can municipal 
officials determine the best road to follow in the new year. 

Thus we propose that some general question of policy 
be posed in the annual warrant, for the best interests of 
the town. 

Even if an inconclusive vote resulted, the debate would 
prove stimulating and might well itself provide the answers, 

Such a question might revolve around the general query 
quoted earlier here — does the town wish to expand both 
residentially and industrially? Perhaps a moderate amount 
of money for use by the Industrial and Development Com- 
mission should be requested in this article, so that a 
decision on the appropriation could be used as a guide to 
the sentiment of the voters if other debate on the question 
was too general, 

In whatever form it is presented, however, we believe 
the voters should have the opportunity to express them- 
selves forcefully and fully — then the town can be guided 
over the next year by their voice. This is both the demo- 
cratic way, and the practical way, to answer this im- 
portant question. 


It’s Time To Announce 

This is the time of year when many minds turn to local 
politics — and it’s right that they should. 

For there aren’t many weeks between the first of the 
year and the town election in March. And we should all 
have an opportunity to inspect the records of the candi- 
dates fully during this period of time. 

To date there has been only one announced candidate — 
for the seat on the School Committee which will be left 
vacant by Roy A. Russell, who may not again seek the 
office while remaining in the employment of the town. 
There should be other interested citizens who wish to 
serve the town on this vital Committee, and they should 
be ready and willing to announce their interest immediate- 
ly. For it is vital in our democratic form of government 


not vote for a lone candidate. 

The Selectmen’s contest is still up in the air, with no 
announcements from Edward P. Hall, whose term expires, 
or any other citizens who-might very well wish to serve on 
that Board, Again we urge all those who want to run to 
make their announcements quickly, in faimess to the 
voters who must consider them before election. 


Waste Of Valuable Time 


We have no argument with the state tax officials who 
wish to collect taxes on liquor — and to do this even on 
liquor purchased in New Hampshire for use in this state. 
After all, the law is on the books and should be obeyed. 

But we do object, and strongly, to the use of state 
troopers at strategic points along the border between the 
two states. It seems a waste of valuable time to, assign 
these well-trained professionals to such a task when 
there are many police duties that certainly require their 


attention. 

At a time when the head of the state police emphasizes 
the need for additional manpower, isn’t it slightly absurd 
to see the officers being used in considerable numbers to 
check on someone’s purchase of alcoholic beverages just 
over the line in New Hampshire?

Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
had no estimate of the cost to the 
town up to noon Wednesday, but 
one is being prepared based on the 
start of the storm Sunday night 


through Tuesday, 


Highway Supt. Stanley Chlebow- 
ski said 10 extra trucks and two 


scoops were hired, in addition to 
the eight vehicles owned and 
operated by the town. 

No breakdowns in equipment 
were reported, and the town 


manager’s office reported receiving 


few telephone complaints during 

the worst part of the storm. 

Most roads were in good condi- 
tion, he reported. 

Present Easement 
Is Insufficient 

A new easement must be ob- 
tained on private Property across 
Argilla rd. from the Wild Rose 
Farm development, to handle 
drainage from the area, 

The town has an easement on 
the Property, specifically to 
handle ‘surface water from Argilla 
rd.’’ Town Counsel Fredric S. 
O’Brien has ruled that the ease- 
ment can not be interpreted to 
include the flow of water from the 
development, through an 18-inch 
conduit. 

His decision stated, in part, ‘In 
my Opinion, the easement can be 
burdened only with surface water 
from Argilla rd. It can not be bur- 
dened with a substantially in- 
creased amount of water from back 
land west of Argilla rd., even 
though that water may be run-off 
surface water.”’ 

The legal ruling, accepted by 
the Selectmen, was the latest 
development in a long series of 
discussions and decisions relating 
to drainage from the development. 

Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
was asked to ‘‘get the parties 
together’’ — developer Harry Axel- 
rod and the owners of the property 
to determine what can be done 
about the drainage and a new ease- 
ment covering it.
